COMMITTED 


Albert Sparks, of Madoc, who was 
arrested following a fatal motor ac- 
cident near Tweed two weeks ago, 
‘was committed for trial on @ charge 
of manslaughter before Magi- 

_. @trate J. L. Lioyd on Saturday. The 

’ charge was prferred after John Hotts, 
Hungerford farmer, was instantly kill- 
ea when stuck on the highway by a 
motor car said to have been driven by 
Sparks. “A cow being driven along 
the road by Hotta at the time was 
dragged 210 feet from the point of the 
impact,’’ testified Chief J. C. Hayes, 
"Tweed, who added Spark's car pro- 
ceeded a distance of 480 feet from the 
scene of the accident before it 
wstopped. 

“Sparks showed signs of intoxica- 
tion. He staggered slightly on the

waid Chief Hayes as he added the car 
had gone through a herd of cows be- 
ing driven by Hotts and struck one of 
e animals. Levi Lajoie, Actinolite, 
an eye-witness to the fatality, stated 
in evidence he had been forced to 
swerve his car off the*road to avoid 
a collision with Sparks. 
At a previous hearing Dr. E. R. 
Frankish, legal medico expert for the 
Provincial Government who had ana- 
lyzed a sample of blood taken from 
Sparks following the accident, stated 
“the blood contained more alcohol 
than the percentage figured for safe 
operation of a motor car.” 
Sparks was held in custody after 
being committed.

papers already carried a series of ar- 
ticles on the Commoswealth Air 
Training Plan, the present article will 
deal only in a general way with the 
progress we noted in this all-impor~- 
tant phase of Canada's war program. 

We stopped briefly at the Malton 
Airport, location of Elementary Fly- 
ing and Air Observers’ Schools, .as 
well as being a central link in Trans- 
Canada Air Lines. In the latter conn- 
ection we were told that aviation au- 
thorities regarded the Malton Airport 
as the outstanding one of its kind 
on the American continent. It is a 
thrill to watch the big silvery planes 
take off with their load of passengers 


for destinations all across Canada. At’ 


the Training School intense activity 
prevailed in both branches of inatruc- 
tional work. The embryo pilots re- 
ceive fifty hours of flying at this 
school, using the Canadian-built de 
Havilland Tiger Moth. This sturdy 
little biplane has a top speed of 104 
miles an hour. The air observers on 
the other hand use the twin-engined 
Avro Anson bomber for their train- 
ing in bombing and air navigation. 
Next day We were at Camp Bor- 
den, where we Junched with officers

The pilots at 
Camp Borden, having already learned 
the ABC's c* flying at an Btementary 
School. are now in advanced instruc- 
tion. They receive 75 hours of flying 
in ten weeks at Borden. Instrument 
flying, night flying, aerobatics and 
formation flying are taught here and 
, lessons are continued in wireless, arm-

We saw another type of air school 
in its organizational stage at Camp 
mare: N. S. when we visited the R. 
A. F. Overational Training Unit. This 
is a finishing school for pilots who 
will be assigned to Coastal Comman 
overseas. It will offer an eight-week 
couree for pilots from Service Flying 
Schools such as Borden. Graduates 
will become pilots in Hudson squad- 
rons, defending waters about the Bri- 
tish Isles. Istructors at the School are 
all experienced pilots from Britain 
and most of them have been through 
the blitz over England and the contin-

ing. An adjournment from early 
December till February is regard- 
ed as probable.

BANDING WATERFOWL 

The waterfow! of this continent 
migrate along what are known ag 
fiyways and a knowledge of mi- 
gration habits, routes and other 
information is necessary if we are 
to understand the conservation of 
these birds. So, in this article and 
in others that will follow it I am 
going to outline some of the things 
we know about ducks and geese, 
It is true there is much still to be 
learned about these birds but en- 
ough is known to indicate some of 
the possibilities, 

First, how did we get this knowl- 
edge of the flyways? For many 
years scientists and others have 
been banding the waterfowl] with 
an aluminum band that carries a 
serial number and a return address 
so that the band when recovered 
will be sent back to the proper 
authorities, Formerly banding of 
birds was carried out by individ- 
uals who secured some important 
information but were handicapped 
in that all thelr recoveries were 
from dead birds. To-day the Gan- 
adian and American Governments 
co-operate on a vast scheme of 
bird banding, 

The naturalist who wishes to 
band wild birds must first secure 
a permit from Ottawa if he lives 
in Canada or from Washington if 
he lives in the United States. When 
he receives the pérmit he also 
receives the bands and a form tat 
he must fill out and return to the 
Bureau who sent him the bands. 
On this form are noted the kind 
of bird, the sex, if possible, the 
number of the band placed on the 
bird, the date and the place where 
the bird was banded. This inform- 
ation is kept on file in both Ot- 
tawa and Washington. 

Further knowledge of the bird 
comes from several sources. It 
may be that another bander traps 
the bird.“He notes the number and 
releases the bird. This information 
goes to the government. Or, a 
hunter may shoot the bird or it 
may be found dead. In either case 
the band is returned to the Bureau 
named as the return address on 
the band, So, my readers are ask- 
ed. to watch for banded birds and 
to send the bands or other inform- 
ation that they might have to the 
National Parks Bureau, Ottawa. 
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Britain To Call 
Many More Men

The un- 
rest has flared into open defiance, 
On the streets of Paris German 
soldiers were assaulted; industrial 
plants and railways sabotaged; Bri- 
and 
protected; military information 
passed over to England; Gaullist 
propaganda spread; smuggling of 
young men into the unocccupied 
part of France where they might 
have a chance to escape abroad; 
popular demonstrations caused by 
scarcity of food, 


The all-out raids of the R. A. F, 
on occupied countries and the Rus- 
sian resistance to Hitler's armies 
acem to have given heart to the 
French people, They have been 
stunned by . defeat. and German 
aggression but not permanently 
crushed, French patriotism is re 
covering from its apathy—it Is 
spreading over France and the 
population as a whole is against 
Nazi domination. Will the French 
people submit tamely to the slay- 
ery that they now face? The ans- 
wer may be in the words of 
Georges Clemenceau after the 
crushing defeat of France by. the. 
Prussians in 1870-71—“Germany 
believes that the logical result of 
victory is domination, and we do 
not believe that the logical result 
of defeat is vassalage.” 


In Norway 

The Norsemen, ever since Quis- 
ling helped the Nazis in their in- 
vacion of Norway, have openly and 
passively fought the Germans. Ger- 
man soldiers were assaulted, street 
fighting took place,. fires broke 
out in buildings housing German 
equipment, workers sabotaged wat 
plants, officials resigned, refusing 
to follow Quisling edicts, A climax 
was reached recently when death 
and imprisoument were decreed for 
all who opposed the Nazis. Oslo 
Was put under civil siege and Ger. 
man troopers patrolled the streets. 
The stubborn fight of Norway's 
men, women and children against. 
an army of occupation and thous- 
ands of Quisling traitors is doing 
more for Norway's future than any 
victory on a battlefield. In Norway 
today there is no doubt or hesi- 
tation but a singleness of purpose 
in resisting attempts to replace 
their centuries-old democratic wor 
der by a new order, The invaders 


have overrun thelr country but 
they have not subdued its people.

Perishable Gifts 


Trout, Eggs and Cut Flowers 
Spoil Before Reaching Troops 
“People in Canada are still send- 

ing things which have been for- 
bidden or are perishable,” the 
Post Office Department has an- 
nounced, 
One’Canadian recently addresa- 
ed a bouquet of cut flowers to a 
major overseas, but the box was 
broken when it reached Ottawa 
and the flowers were ruined, An- 
other parcel had fresh eggs in it. 
Still another parcel was filled with 
trout, 
From Jan. 1 to Aug. 31, 4,012 
parcela arrived at the base post 
office in Canada—still 4,000 miles 
from their destination—too badly 
damaged to be shipped on. : 
“We were able to salvage 3,488, 
reparcel them and deliver them,” 
one spokesman sald, “but the 
other 524 were beyond repair and 
the. farnilies or senders had to be 
hotified.” 
Most irritating problem still {t# 
the Incorrectly addressed parcel or 
letter; In June, 1941, more than 
18,000 letters arrived at the base 
post office {in Britain Incorrectly 
midressed, Five postal corps Sold- 
fers worked full time tracing down 
the correct reciptent.

Scientists Find 
Potato Rot Cure 


Drying Process to Prevent 
Soft Rot In Potatoes Will 
Save Millions of Dollare An- 
nually 


The Armour Research Founda- 
tion at the Illinois Institute of 
Technology announced its scien- 
tists had perfected a drying pro- 
cess to prevent bacterial soft rot 
in potatoes which it said would 
save millions of dollara annually 
for the potato growing industry. 

The announcement followed «a 
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14month investigation which show- 
@d that the outside skin, through 
heat treatment, underwent an in- 
crease in the number of cella that 
formed a barriér preventing en- 
trance of soft4ot bacteria, At the 
same time, the drying process it- 
self killed a certain number of 
bacteria but did not actually ster- 
{lize the potato. 

The process itself was develop- 
ed from a primary pattern used 
by a group of Florida growers who 
employed a type of dryer which 
basically was a conveyor belt run- 
ning through a hot-air blast. The 
announcement said they noted that 
the rot had almost totally dis- 
appeared. 

The Foundation’s experimental 
dryer is 20 feet long, Two 10- 
parallel wooden chambers through 
which air current circulate are con- 
nected at one end for the ex- 
change of air blasts, the other end 
serving as an exhaust through a 
window. Foundation scientists said 
the process could be adopted cheap- 
ly and effectively for wide use, 


Britain Wants 
Forestry Men 


Expert forestry men from Can- 
ada are doing so splendid a job itn 
Great Britain that the authorities 
there would be very pleased to see 
a lot more of them over there, Sir 
James Calder, adviser on wood sup- 
plies to the. British Ministry of 
Shipping said. recently, 

Sir James, who is on his way 
home after visits to Washington 
and Ottawa, pointed out that the 
production of lumber in Great Bri- 
taih was 50 times greater than in 
peace times and that all available 
skilled help had been exhausted. 
He told of there being 1,500 wo- 
men being used for felling trees 
and “snedding.” 

With reference to reforestation 
work, Sir James told of one huge 
tract of land which had been 
planted with young trees and the 
efforte of the Germans to set it on 
fire. So far they had failed, 

He pointed out that there are 
great stands of timber as yet un- 
touched in Britain and yet ships 
were forced to carry timber to Bri- 
tain. If the amount of timber im- 
ported into Britain could be cur- 
tailed, the space available oould 
be used for the shipment of food. 
One way of increasing the produo- 
tion of lumber in Britain would be 
by getting eawyers and lumber- 
jacks trom this country.

For Emergencies 


Learning Blood Group of 
Family Members Advised 


James R. Potter, managing sec- 


‘tam of the Ottawa Blood Donor 
Service, has suggested that every 
i fevmiiy should keep a 


record of the blood group of each 
of its members so there might be 
no delay in case of emergency, 

“If we are interested in air raids 
precautions work we should at 
least know the blood group of every 
member of our family so every 
emergency can be met and many 
lives saved,” he said. 

Mr. Potter said 3.900 Ottawa citi- 
zens had offered their blood, 

‘But we need dowbdle that num- 
ber,” he said, “for a request has 
been made by the government to 
double the supply of blood serum 
for overseas.” 


Canadian serum now was being 
used for civillans in England as 
well as members of the forces, and 
a store was being kept fn all parts 
of Canada—500 pints In Ottawa 
alone—primarliy for use of mill- 
tary authorities, He expected the 
supply would be placed at dispos- 
al of civillans if necessary. There 
was a-supply in every military 
centre and on every convoy at sea.

Raids In Egyptian Death 
Chambers 


Ancient Egyptian tombs from 
which mummies have been removy- 
ed provide the safest air-raid shel- 
tera in the world for the people of 
this sand-girst oasis in the western 
desert of Egypt. 

When the war first touched the 
far fringe of the western desert the 
Siwa inhabitants flocked from their 
rumbling mud hut city to nearby 
Jeble Muta (mountain of death), 
and made new homes inside death 
chambers hewn from solid rock 
thousands of years ago. 

A visit to this maze of catacombs 
is like a step back in time. Two 
thousand persons—Egyptians, Be- 
ouin, Berbers, Senussi, Arabs — 
live there in rock caves #0 low it 
fa impossible for a man to stand 
upright. 

Niches which once contained 
mummies of their ancestors now 
house crude pottery, cooking pots, 
smoky oil lamps of biblical design 
and modern kettles from Birming- 
ham, England, the latter via Cairo 
Bazaars. 

Veiled women and young girls 
aquat before fires of dried palm 
leaves like figures from an old 
Egyptian frieze, 

Goats and chickens wander free- 
ly through the innermost recesses 
of darkened caves which atill smell 
faintly of the rich spices used to 
embalm the mummies of long ago. 


Air Transport 
For Ocean Cargo 


Pan American clippers will be- 
gin ferrying freight across the 
Atlantic this month, says the 
New York Times. The needs of 
war have stimulated this develop- 
ment, yet it is perhaps strange 
that the’ existence of slower 
though cheaper forms of transport 
should have retarded it so long. 
In the United States air express 
fs already fourteen years old. 

Freight-carrying planes offer 
vital servires in undeveloped 
country. In the sparsely settled 
northern half of Canada in the 
game period more tons are trans- 
ported by sky-way than in this 
eountry. In Northern Siberia 
the development is: even more 
striking.

There is no reason why planes 
eannot deliver freight as easily 
over the ocean as across land. 
With ships menaced by submar- 
tne attack the plane may be the 
more roe carrier.

He has the divisions, the weapons 
and ample means of transportation 
in Europe , . and we have not 
the force to-take it from him.” 

Again the warning note sounds 
when he says: “But to enable Rus- 
ala to remain indefinitely in the 
field as a war-making Power, sac- 
rifices of the most serious and ex- 
treme kind will be necessary by 
the British people, while enormous 
conversions of plants will be nec- 
essary in the United States.” 

In his reference to the war on 
the Atlantic, Mr. Churchill. pro- 
yided some reason for optimism. 
Britain's shipping losses have been 
cut two-thirds in the past three 
months, while “the slatghter of 
Axis shipping is one and one-half 
times that of the previbus months 
and is increasing by leaps and 
bounds.” 

There is no despairing word in 
Mr. Churchill's war review, neither 
is there any complacency, There 
ia no hint of collapsing German 
morale or diminishing Nazi sup- 
plies. The war has still to be won 
by harder fighting and heavier 
sacrifices than ever the people of 
Britain have experienced.

WILD DUCK GROUPS 


The wild ducks found on this 
¢continent are divided into a num- 
ber of groups that we shall take 
in order. The first group is the 
surface feeding ducks and the 
Ontario species’ of the group are 
blue-winged teal, green-winged 
teal, mallard, black duck, bald- 
pate, wood duck, pintail, gadwall, 
shoveller and European widgeon. 
The next group contains the div- 
ing ducks and includes the ring- 
necked duck, lesser scaup, greater 
acaup, redhead, canvassback, gol- 
den-eye, bufflehead, old squaw, 
three kinds of eiders, three kinds 
of scoters and the harlequin 
duck. The ruddy duck is placed 
in a group by itself. The final 
group contains the mergansers 
and consists of three species. 

The surface feeding ducks are 


’ for the most part northern breed- 


ing birds and appear in our. wat- 
ers as migrants. They might 
well be called dabblers or tip-ups 
for they feed along the shore 
either dabbling in the water, or 
with upturned tail and head im- 
mersed, probing the bottom. 
They dive but little and when 
under water-are said to use both 
feet and wings. They feed upon 
snails, crawfish, insects, and 
roots of aquatic plants. The 
“gutters’’ on the sider of their 
bills act as strainers, and, after 
probing the bottom, the mere act 
of closing their bill forces out 
the mud and water taken in with 
the food. 
This group sporting 


are good 


birds. They are not often found 
in large flocks, and our waters, 
seldom exceed fifty birds to the 
flock. They decoy readily and 
when surprised spring from the 
water with a bound, and on 
whistling wing are soon beyond 
the. wildfowler’s reach, Next

Fall Field Trial 
‘For Ontario Dogs 


To Be Held At Niagara-On- 
The-Lake on October 18 & 19 


Owners of gun doge who show 
field promise will have an oppor- 
tunity to get an independent ap- 
praisal of their performance at the 
annual Fall Field Trial of the On- 
tario Bird Dog Association to be 
held at Niagaraon-the-Lake on 
Saturday and Sunday, October 18th 
and 19th. Novice classes are 
scheduled to be run on Saturday 
morning for Setters and Pointers 
and also for Spantels..In past 
years these novice trials have 
brought out some excellent “dark 
horse” performers. 

The programme for Saturday, 
October 18th, includes three trials 
for Setters and Pointers and three 
triale for working spaniels. The 
triala for Setters and Pointers in- 
clude a Shooting Dog Stake, a Nov- 
ice Stake and an Open Derby, and 
for spaniels a Puppy stake, for 
pupples under two years, a Novice 
Stake and an Open All Age Stake. 

Setters and Pointers will con- 
tend on October 19th, in an Open 
All Age Stake and later in the On- 
tarlo Championship Stake, restrict- 
ed to Ontarloowned dogs. 

The open stakes will, as usual, 


have entries from the United

RAT CURB 

Keeping rats away from stored 
grain with a “skunky” smell that 
makes them afraid, is the feat 
‘accomplished by two chemists, 
Leonard A. Ford of the Minne- 
sota State Teachers’ College and 
Donald F. Clausen of the Hub- 
bard Milling Company, says The 
Toronto Telegram. 
The two chemists were con- 
fronted with the problem of 
keeping rats away from stored 
grain in sacks. They knew that 
rats fear skunks and ferrets and 
will leave the premises these 
predatory animals inhabit. 
They knew also the chemical 
basis of the strong musky odor 
of these two animals. It is a 
compound called n-butyl. mercap- 
tan. So they tried it out, first 
on the food of caged white rata. 
The rats refused the food, be- 
came restless and excited, and 
even fought each other. They 
would not touch the food until 
the odor had disappeared. 
Then a search was made for a 
substance which would hold the 
odor for the longest possible 
time. Best out of a considerable 
list proved to be honey, which 
retaindd the scent up to six 
months, well in excess of the 
time usually spent in storage by 
grain and commercial feedstuffs. 
The only rats with noses so 
tough that they were not consist- 
ently repelled by the n-butyl 
mercaptan were those on a city 
dump, The experimnters conjec- 
ture that these animals had be- 
come so used té the mercaptans 
produced by the natural fermen- 
tation of garbage that the syn- 
thetic scent” had relatively little 
effect on them.

Italians In Africa 
Beaten By Siege 


One of the last pockets of Ital- 
ian resistance in East Africa has 
been eliminated by the surrender 
of the 4,000-man Fascist force at 
Uolchefit, in. the mountainous 
Gondar region of Ethiopia. 

The Italians acknowledged that 
this force, under siege for 164 
days, laid down its arms after 
running out of food and supplies.

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Chain Of Airports 
In The Northland 


The “Northwest Passage By Air” 
along which will travel military 
and civilian aircraft of all sizes, 
speed and power, has Yeen made 
available by the Dominion Govern- 
ment in a season of hard work. 

A flying journey of more than 
2,000 miles in British Columbia, 
the Yukon and Alberta showed that 
the chain of airports built in the 
northland to Alaska now Is ready 
for use, although not completed. 

Radio’ range stations have been 
installed at most of the fields and 
all will be so equipped this year. 
Airmen will. be able to travel into 
the Far North assisted by services 
as complete as those on long-estab- 
lished air lines, Newly-constructe4d 
runways are already being used by 
large machines, both Canadian and 
American, 

The fields were built by the 
Transport Department under ar- 
rangement with National Defence 
Departments which had consulted, 
with United States authorities 
American airmen may travel this 
route to Alaska defence outposts 
free from the fog which often 
hampers flying along the coast. 

A modern transport machine can 
leave New York and fly to White 
horse, Y, T., or Fairbanks, Alaska, 
landing only on fields where run- 
ways are good and of sufficient 
length.

For some months now British 


merchantmen traveling alone or in - 


eonvoye have been carrying on 
foredeck catapults Hurricane fight- 


. ers, prepared to take off against 


rakling Focke-Wulfs. Often for 
plane and pilot it is a suicide mis- 
sion, 

When German raiders, which 
make long sweeping loops from 
Brest over the southern tip of Ire- 
land far out to sea, are sighted, 
the little Hurricanes are thrown 
into air for battle. Speedy and with 
effective firepower, the fighter 
planes are more than a match for 
raiders, which, 
however, are faster than any coast- 
al patrol planes doing ocean ger- 
vice, . 

This method has proved the 
most effective devised to date 
against the raids on British ship- 
ping, and during the recent re- 
newal of the heaviest German ghip- 
ping attacks since last Spring, the 
Hurricanes have shot down an un 
announced number of Condors and 
Kuriers. The area of these German 
losses range from the neighbor- 
hood of Gibraltar to the North At- 
lantic.

Canada Sets Up 
Curb on Strikes 


Strikee Called By Minorities 
Are Declared Illegal 


Canada has erected new barriers 
against dislocation of war indus 
tries through unnecessary strikes. 
By the new Order-in-Council an- 
nounced recently, strikes called by 
minorities are deciared illegal 

Previous regulations have for- 
bidden workers to lay down tools 


until boards of conciliation have 
investigated their claims. 1 ¢ new 
regulations carry. the prohibition 
further. 

After the findings. of the board 


of conciliation in any dispute have 
been placed in the hands of the 
Government and the contending 
parties, a strike still nay not be 
oc"'.d until three conditiona arc 
fulfilled. First, the employces must 
give notice to the Minister of Labor 
that they contemplate a strike, 
Second, a general vote must be 
taken of the employ.+s8 concern 
under the supervision of the De- 
partment of Labor and subject to 
regulations imposed by the Minis- 
ter. Third, a majority of the em 
ployees concerned. must vote for 
the strike. 

The Departme) ibor intends 
that when a strike is discussed any 
one who wishes may advance his 
opinion. There have been cases, 
the Minister of Labor Norman Mct- 
Larty states, where as few as 60 
men have arranged the strike pol- 
icy for a whole plant's employees 
of 3,000 to 4,000, 

No measures were taken to see 
if the decision to strike really rep- 
resented the opinion of a majority 
of the men affected. 

New strike legislation provides 
a penalty of $500, or not more than 
12 months imprisonment, or both, 
for anyone striking or inciting to 
atrike in contravention of the rew 
regulations, 


Haste Urged 
With Parcels 


: Time te Prepare Those to be 
Expressed To Men Overseas 


Express agency officlala are ad- 
vising relatives of men overseas to 
get Christmas parcels away within 
the next two weeks so that pre- 
Ohristmas delivery may be made. 

Though Christmas may seem 


#omewhat distant at the present 


moment, it is by no means too 
early to start preparing the gift 
packages now, it is pointed out, 
particularly as shipping space for 
ether than essential goods is strict- 
ly limited. Parcels leaving within 
the next two weeks will be nicely 
thmed and will avoid possible dis- 
appointment. 

Gift parcels by Canadian Express 
for the troops, other than packages 
containing foodstuffs, may be ship- 
pod irrespective of weight, but par- 
eels of foodstuffs must not exceed 
15 pounds grosa weight, The ship- 
ment of perishable foods should 
be carefully avoided as there is no 
cold storage space available on 
the steamers. 

Cash Gifts 

Canadians wishing to send cash 
gifts to the fighting forces overseas 
may obtain express money orders 
up to a limit of 25 pounds sterling 
& month, while money to the same 
limit can be sent by cable at very 
reasonable cost, it is announced, 

The chief advantage of sending 
money by cable is that payment is 
made within several days as 
against several weeks by ordinary 
Mailing methods. There is also no 
risk of loss at sea, or by other 
means, 

Money remittances to the limit 
of 25 pounds sterling a month can 
also be sent to civillans in the 
United Kingdom to whom other 
gifts are prohibited under present 
day regulations, except to the ex- 
tent of five pounds weight by par-

Thrust On Moscow 

Last week Moscow was the goal 
of the heaviest assault of the 16- 
weekeold Russo-German war. 
What Adolf Hitler had groclaimed 
as “an operation of gigantic pro- 
portions” was hammering colossal 
blows at the capital's. defenses of 
men, machines and fortifications. 
In a campaign described as the 
“mightiest battle in history,” some 
9,000,000 men were locked in a 
sanguinary conflict along a. 2,000- 


mile front In a drive on Moscow. - 


On the approaches to the capital 
3,000,000 Germans were said to be 
pitted against a slightly less num- 
erous army of defenders. Over an 
undulating terrain of forest and 
plain, muddied by rain and snow, 
through gutted towns and villages, 
ewept the inferno of mechanized 
war. 
Stakes of War 

The stakes were high. In a “sec- 
ret” order to his troops just be- 
fore the Moscow attack was 
launched” on Oct, 8, the Fuehrer 
had called for “a last mighty blow 
that shall crush this opponent be- 
fore Winter sets in.” In these 
words observers saw a desperate 
gamble by the German High Com- 
mand for a decisive victory before 
subfreezing weather and 
snows bogged down operations on 
the Russian front. The main ele- 
ments of such a victory, it seemed 
clear, would be: (1) destruction 
of the Russian force before Mosa- 
cow, which Berlin communiques 
described as the “last” organized 
unit of the Red Army; and (2) cap 
ture of the capital itself; such a 
success, it was hoped, would un- 
dermine Russian morale and secure 
Nazi control over the hub of Bov- 
let governmental machinery.

Battle Of The Road To Moscow 
One Of The Mightiest In History 


the Russian campaign. Defeat of 
the armies of Joseph Stalin would 
free Hitler for a full military drive 
against Britain In the West.

Advances Recently Halted 


When the German armies hurled 


onward into Russia last June the 
hardest thrust was aimed at Mos- 
cow, Smolensk, the traditional) 


gateway to the Russian capital 
through which Napoleon's soldiers 
passed in 1812, fell in early Aug- 
ust. Bomewhere beyond: that bomb- 
blasted, burned clty—roughly 300 
miles from the German frontier 
and still 200 miles from Moscow- 
thle blitz was blunted. Strong Rus- 
alan counter-attacks held, then roll- 
ed back the Panzer forward units, 

The Germans increased the 
pressure on the north and south 
flanks of the battleground. A sweep 
up the Baltic shore was directed 
at Leningrad, the Soviet’s second 
city, its foremost Baltic port, a 
vital shipbuilding and factory cen- 
ter. The advance was halted last 
month by fierce resistance on the 
city’s outskirts, a resistance re- 
ported last week to be pushing 
back the Nazi “besiegers.” 

Most impressive of Nazi gains 
were those registered, on the south- 
ern wing, in the Ukraine, the rich 
farming, mining and industrial 
region publicly coveted by Hitler. 
Having taken Kiev, the Soviet's 
third largest city, having overrun 
the land west of the Dnieper and 
penetrated to the Crimea and the 
threshold of the Donets basin, 
Nazi forces in the Ukraine appear- 
ed to be poised for a further move 
toward the \strategic city of Khar- 
koy and the Caucasian oll fields. 
Action in this vital sector was 
overshadowed by the renewed push 
toward Moscow. 2 


A People’s War 

That battle along the highway 
to Moscow is one of the most am- 
axing conflicts of history. The Ger- 
man soldiers—youthse who have 
been trained to the fine edge of 
athletes —are sacrificing. them- 
selves with that courage which al- 
ways has characterized the race, 
The perfection. of the invading 
war-machine is amazing. 

Even more amazing is the fact 
thet it can be stopped, And the 
manner of its present holding is 
an epic, for we find civilians now 
fighting side by side with their 
soldiers in defense of country and 
the soll they love. 

The Germans assert that the 
Russian war is virtually over—that 
the Reds already are crushed. It 
may be, indeed, that the Musco- 
vites have been so woakened that 
they are on the verge of collapse. 
Only time will demonstrate that. 

it {Is not believed, however, that 
the Reds are bedten. They are ex- 
pected to suffer ther reverses. 
Moscow ge the whole 
Russian line. may be driven back 
even behind the mighty defenses 
of the Ural Mountain chain. 

But- the only thing that might 
knock them clear out of the war, 
is a collapse of morale. It would 
be difficult to find any signs of 
weakehing morale in a Red fight- 
ing front in which civillansa— 
humble folk who know nothing of 


the part of war and never have 
been far from the little farms 
where they were born—are facing 
onslaughts which are hard even 
for the professional soldier to face.

SWEET POTATO HELPS 

For the homemaker who i# ain 
ing to put a pleasing variety into 
her menus the sweet potato is a 
spendid help. Besides.serving them 
im the plain, but excellent, baked 
and boiled styles, you can do other 
very interesting things with them. 
These recipes will point the way 
to some of them, 

CANDIED SWEET POTATOES 

6 medium sized potatoes 
44 cup melted shortening 
% teaspoon salt 

1 cup brown sugar 
% cup water 

Wash and cook potatoes until 
tender; drain, peel, cut in halves 
lengthwise and arrange in a shal- 
low greased pan. Cover with the 
melted fat and a syrup made by 
cooking brown sugar and water to- 
gether for five minutes. Sprinkle 
with salt and bake in a slow oven 
350 degrees F. for one hour, bast- 
ing frequently. Potatoes should be 
transparent when done. 

GLAZED SWEET POTATOES 

6 medium sized potatoes 
% cup sugar 

1 tablespoon butter 

Wash and pare potatoes; par- 
boil 10 minutes. Drain and cut in 
halves lengthwise and place in but- 
tered baking dish. Make a syrup of 
sugar and water; boil three min- 
utes and add butter, Pour one-half 
syrup over potatoes and bake until 
soft-—about 16. minutes, basting 
twice with the remaining syrup. 
SOUTHERN SWEET POTATOES 

6 medium sized potatoes 

2 tablespoons butter 
14 cup thinly sliced lemon 
1% cups cold water 

14 teaspoon salt 
1% cups brown sugar 

Slice parboiled potatoes thickly 
and cover each layer with sugar, 
lots of butter and lemon slices. Add 
water and bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees) until tender—about 
one hour; then brown beneath 
flame, 

For Variations, use maple syrup 
instead of sugar and water:—use 
half and half parboiled sweet po- 
tatoes and raw sour sliced apples; 
replace 44 cup water with orange 
juice and add 4 tablespoons of grat- 
ed orange rind; replace half brown 
sugar by molasses. 

SWEET POTATO BOULETTES 

6 medium sized potatoes 

2 teaspoons salt 

% teaspoon pepper 

4 tablespoons melted butter 

3 slices cooked bacon 

Parsley 

Cook potatoes until tender; rice 
and mash well, Add galt, pepper 
and 3 tablespoons melted shorten- 
ing. When cool enough to handle, 
form into round: balls 2 inches in 
diameter. Sprinkle with chopped 
bacon; brush with 1 tablespoon 
melted butter and brown in a mod- 
erate oven for 12 minutes. Garnish 
with parsley.

SQUEAKING DIAMONDS 


Touch a diamond and almost 
any pearl with a piece of dry ice 


and they squeak.. Imitations 
don’t. So reports Miss Mary D. 
Waller, of the London School of 
Medicine for Women. 

The .explanation is simple. 
When dry ice (solid carbon diox- 
ide) is heated it turns at once 
into a gas and skips the liquid 
stage. Touch a metal plate with 
a point of dry ice, and heat passes 
from the plate to the dry ice, 
whereupon gas is formed, The 
stream pushes away part of the 
plate in front of it, whereupon it 
stops and the plate springs back.

which has a membership of 190,0 0, 
The Canadian Air Cadets exp et 
to have 25,000 boys enrolléd for 
the new schoo] year. 
Course Covers 216 Hours 

Canadian boys between 12 and 
18 years of age are eligible for 
training. 1¢ basic course covers 
two years, a total of approximately 
216 hours, Subjects covered include 
aircraft recognition, maps and map 
reading, a study of airplane eng- 
ines and airplane construction, 
aril; airplane armament, model 
building therdy of flight, signal- 
ing, first aid, knotting, mathema- 
tics, physical training. ‘ 

Advanced training, to include 
aerial navigation, aerial photogra 
phy and radio, is planned for 
cadets who have passed this ele 
mentary training. 

Boys join the air cadets op a 
voluntary basis, and parents must 
approve, Each boy is given a medi- 
cal examination, and only those 
physically fit to stand the training 
program. are accepted. The organt- 
zation headquarters are at Ottawa, 
but local organizations will be in 
erarge of local school boards, ger- 
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vice clubs and other responsible 
organizations which must provide 
adequate adult leaderhip and fi. 
nance the local unit. 

Minimum unit is a flight of 6 
boy between 16 and 18 years of 
age, junior units being permitted 
for boys from 12 years up if a 
senior is in existence, 

As in the RCAF, the boys dress 
in air force blue, and their badge 
is an albatross with maple leaf 
above and Air Cadets Caneda be- 
low. Squadron markings are worn 
at the shoulder, and rank badges 
are similar to those of ‘the air 
force, with cadets being able to 
climb to non-commissioned officer 
of unifo.m is set at 
approximately $15 per cadet.

The Air Cadet League has come 
into existence as an answer to 
@ request for training from air- 
minded Canadian boys too young 
to join the air force. Private abl: 
cadet corps had biehhe ously beeu 
started in several cities. The prea- 
ent organization is closely tled in 
with the alr force, with a number 
of air force officers acting as Lal- 
son between the cadets and the 
air force, and inspections being 
mace by air force officers 

Boys joining the air cadets do 
not automatically on attaining 18 
years have to join the-alr force, 
but it is hoped that most will, and 
that the training they receive in 
the air cadets will save many 
months of air force training. The 
air cadets meet after school hours 
once or twice weekly, In some 
achools the air cadets have been 
formed as a part of the school 
cadet corps.
